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Eing adjudged to. dye by a Publick Judgment, for the Crime of High-Treaſ-n, 
Charged 2nd Sworn againſt me at my Iryal by two Witneiics, namely Mr. Cates 
and Mr. Bed/oe; And having both betore'my I ryal, and after 'tlic Judgment given, 
declared my Innocency to All with whom I have had the Liberty ro converſe ſince 

my firſt Impriſonmeat, I take it to be my Duty to leave a 1eft:tmony'under my Hand; tor 

the farther Juſtification of my-Innocency, and of the Truth, again{t all thoſe Calumanies 


| which have been, and may be Jaboured by il} Men to be cait upo!1 me; And the rather, Le- 


cauſe I do not know whether it will be allowed me to ſpeak with treedom at-my death; or 
if that ſhould be permitted, yet I well know-that what I may tnen fay,may be mitrepreſented 
to the prejudice of Truth. Sn ru 
., Tam not in the mean time ignorant, what/prejudice I lie under, and how difficult it is for 
me to expreſs my ſelf in fuch words, as may gain Belet with the World Bur my defign 
being only to ſatisfie good Men, who accuitom themieives to judge according to the Rules 
oht Reaſon; And as they would have others-judge of them; I thail not auch care for 

the Cenſure of the Multitude. 2888 £14 WELD 
TheCrime which lam Charged, is the moſt heinous of -all'Crimes ; But whether T am'in 
Truth Guilty, can only lie wittun the knowledge of the Great Cod, who 15 the Searcher 'of 


all Hearts, my own Conſcience, and the Ceniciences of my betore-named Accuſers. My 


God, I am ſure, knows my Innocency,and will acquit me at the grear day of Judgment. My 
Conſcience with great Joy and Peace bears me -witnels, that 1 ant ſo perte&tly innocent 'of 
the Treaſon tor which I ſtand Condemned, That it invokes Almighty God to witneſs, tliat I 
was, never in the whole courſe of my life guilty of fo much as one Difloyal Thought againſt 
my Sovereign Lord King CHARLES the Second, whom I here own in the pre!ence 
of God, to be my True and Lawtul King and Sovereign, taking the words in the ſame ſenſe 
in which they are taken and intended, in the Oath commonly called , Zhe Oath of Aﬀe- 
zance. | | 
, As to all other Perſons who have judged, or ſhall take upon them to judge of me, 
whether I am Guilty or not Guilty of that Crime, of which I here proteſs my ſelt to be 
Innocent, I am ſure that according to Reaſon they mult diiclaim, to make any Judgment up- 
on ſcience or ſtrict knowledge; And muſt own, it that they can make no other Judgment, 
than what muſt be grounded upon their Belief, wiuch can never have, or pretend fo nave 
any greater or higher certainty, than the Motives of the Credibility upon which it is built 
and grounded. | - 
I do not, nor would I be taken to arraign the Juſtice of the King, oi the Government, of 
the Judges, before whom I was Tryed ; or of the Jury wao gave the Verdi&t upon which 
Judgment was given againſt me, whileſt I pretend to examine the motives of Credibility 
upon which a Judgment of Belief in this Caſe is ro be grounded In the mean time I hope 
that neither His Majeſty, nor my Lords the Judges,nor my Jury will take it ill, it I preſume 
to ſay, That neither the Judges, nor the Juries ot England do, or ever did claim to be gui- 
ded 1n their Procecdings in Caſes of this nature, by any Spirit of Intallibility. The Lord 
Coke, in his Pleas of the Crown, reports a ſad, but very true Caſe ot a Perſon Condemned 
and Executed for the Murther of a Girl, who, after the Execution of the Party ſo Condemn- 
ed, was found to be living, and in perfect health. And I think it is well known to moſt Men 
ot. our Times, that even ſince His now Majeſties Happy Reſtauration to His Crown and 
Dignities, there hapned a more ſad Accident, where three Perions,v/z. the Mother and two 
Sons were Condemned, Executed, and Hanged in Chains, tor the Murther of a Perion, who 
was atterwards found to be living, and never to have been any wayes athaulted, or hurt by 
thoſe who were Executed tor his Murther. Here then there were innocent Perſons Con- 
demned and Executed by Publick-Verdicts and Judgments ; And what hath happened, may 
again happen; and yet the Juries, the Judges, the Juſtice, the King and Government no way 
blemiſhed, they proceed,and mult always be taken to proceed according to the Rules of Law 
and Juſtice. But rhere was certainly great Faults ſomewhere in thoſe two Notorious Caſes 
betore-mentioned ; as there is likewiſe in my Caſe, ſuppoſing it to be true whar I here at- 
firm in the preſence of God, to be true in relation tomy Innocency , notwithſtanding the 
Judgment given againſt me.

.or conceal my eli, it I were: conicious of any the, leaſt imaginable Guilt. And the fame con- 
.cluſion muſt necellarily follow, ypon my-{o quiet ſubmitting my felf ,upon a Warrant made 
againft one of another name, tg-.one who had no Title by his Warrant to: make me. a-Pri- 
ſoner. And it may reaſonably alſo be conceived, that Mr. Oates, upon whoſe ſole Informa- 


tion ( asThave ſince heard ) that Warrant was ulued, was not fo-well acquainted with me as: 


at my Tryal he ſwore himſelf -to be, ſince he knew not my right Chriſtian name, of which 
ſcarce any.Perſons were ignorant, who ever had any manner ot Converſation or Buſineſs 
with me. 
 Afﬀeer Michaelmas Term, having continued under the before-mentioned cloſe Impriſon- 
ment tor two Months, without ever having been ſo much as Examined, or told what I was 
Committed for; I conſidered that too long a filence on my part, might poſſibly be rather 
taken tor a Sullennels, than Patience. And that there Leing a Seſl;ans then very near, it im- 
ported me to prevent, as tar as I cculd,thatI ſhould not te ſurprized by. a 1ryal; and. hur- 
ricd trom my cloſe impriſonment to a Bar, without being pernutted to ſpeak with any of 
my Friends, or to prepare for my Iryal. Hereupon 1 addreued my 1elt to the ſaid Captain 
Richardſon, to procure leave to addreſs a Petition ro His Majeſty ; and having leave, 1 did 
about the 1th day of December, deliver a Petyuon to my fazd Keeper, to be Humbly pre- 
ſented by him to His Majeſty, there being no poliitility tor me to put the ſame into any 
other hand to be delivered, Whether this Petition did ever come to His Majeſty, or nor, I 
could not know with certainty, but] believe it did ; the ſubſtance of it was, to repreſent 
the miſeries of my cloſe Impriſonment, together with my Innocency, and total Ignorance 
of all parricular matters with which Icould ke Charged ; and to pray, that I might be ad- 
mitted to an Examination ; and contronted with my Acculers, as 1 conceive the Law requi- 
red, to the End I might juſtifie my felt betore His Majeſty, and be diſcharged, if there 
ſhould appear no jult Cayl(e,jor my being longer detained ; or otherwite, that by knowing 
what was Charged againſt, me, I might be enabled to make my juſt Detence at my Tryal ; 
and might for that purpoſe have the liberty of the Gaol, and ot ſpeaking treely with my 
Friends, and of ſending tor ſuch Witneſſes as 1 ſhonld have occaſion to uie tor my juſt De- 
tence; and might not be ſurprized and hurried to a 1ryal, without any poſſibility of being 
able ro make any Defence. | | 

To this Petition I could never obtain any Anſwer ; but about the 16th day of December, 
was ſent for down out of my Chamtker, into Captain Richardſon's Houſe , where I tound

- would make ſuch Confeſſion. I was much, amazed to-hear of {ach a'Charge againft. me, 
-when my Conſcience cleared me from all Guilt ,ot that nature, fo, qzuch as- 1n, thought.;/ 1 
' thetefore-asked their Lordſhips, Whether trom the:Chara&er they had received of mein 
'the' World, they did believe me to be an Honeſt man 2 'To which it was.anſwered by one 
--of their Lordſhips, That their Anſwer to that Queſtion. of ming was .to..be diſtinguithing, 
'w#2.” That I had fo good and unblemiſhed a Reputation in the Warld, that af I were' to-give 
"Evidence in any Concern of Ten or twenty thouſand Pounds, hethould.,yalue my Eyadence 
as highly 'as any Mans Evidence whatſoever ; But that in this [preſent [Caſe, if, I ſhould 
fwear my Innocency, or that I knew nothing of the Plot or, Treaſon. with, which;,1 was 
 Cltirged, his Lordſhip would not believe one word that: I ſhould ſwear, This Anſwer made 
re-fee, That it would be in vain for me to make any, Aſleverations, tg their Lordthips of 
my knnocence and Ignorance of any Plot defigned againſt His Majeſty ; wheretore omitting 
that, 1 humbly repreſented my condition to their, Loxd{hips, as to my: elole Impriſpameanr, 
arid'my never having been Exairined, fo asto make, me capable of, making a. juſt Netence, 
'by *tore-knowledge of what was Charged againlt me, , . And 1 told. then y-That — 
'3t, Was ſuppoſed by the Law, that in Criminal Caſes the Aﬀirmative, was to be-proved bythe 
'Kittg's Witneſſes, and that a Negative could natbe ptoved; yet it-was known by all,, that 
'rtlierc might in'many Caſes ſuch Afﬀirmatives,be.praved by the Priſoner as _ to many cir- 
cimſtances, as might clearly prove the Affirmative, ſworn by the-King's Witneſſes, tobe 
impoſfible to'be true. And that tor this Reaſon, it I] ſhould be ſurprized,by. a ſudden Tryal, 
without knowing what was Charged againlt me, and the circumſtances of the Charge, and 
without having tae liberty of the Gaol, and ot, my Friends coming freely to me,in order to 
my preparing tor my Tryal, and for my juſt Detence, it would be if ſame thing. as to mur- 
der me. Toall which, one of the ſaid Lords replicd,( it was the Earl of Shaftsbury ) That 
he took this way of cloſe Impriſonment to be Ulegal,and that, to be ſq ſurprized by a Tryal, 
wotild be the ſame thing as to cut my Throat ; and his Lordlhip did therenpon tell me, 
That care thould ve taken, that I ſhould have a juſt liberty and treedom in the Gaol for my 
Friends to come to me, and ſhould not be ſurprized by a Tryal, as 1 feared ito be. © 
This Promiſe of this Noble Lord gave me-great comfort ; but notwithſtanding this,my 
cloſe Imprifonment continued. My opinion was, that I was -torgotten;;- and therefore 1 
did ſeveral times ſend to Captain Richard/on, to put their Lordſhips in. mind of it; arid 
when that was withour effect, I apprehended that Captain Aichard/on negle&ted me, : Burl 
find ſince, that thoſe Lords muſt have been underitood to have intended to move the Houfe 
of Lords, in relation to the making good of that Promiſe; and that by the Diſſolving of 
that Parliament, (which hapned ſhortly atter, though unknown then to me.) there was no 
poſſibility tor the making ot ſuch motion. | 
My cloſe Impriſoninent continuing in January or February following,my poor Wife pro- 
cured leave from His Majeſty to fee me; but nor otherwiſe, than in the preſence of my 
Keeper. Upon her coming, I bemoaned my felt to her,that I was totallyzgnorant of what 
was Charged againſt me; and had {lll a continuance of my Fear, that 1 thould be ſurpri- 
zed with a Tryal, without being able to make any Detence, My Wite, much troubled to 
hear this, could not give me any anfwer to remoye .my apprehenſion , becauſe Captain 
Richard/on was preſent ; but againſt the time of her next coming to mie, ſhe procured an 
Abſtract to be made of the ſeveral Narratives of Mr. Colemans and Mr. Trelands Tryals ; 
and when the came next, ſhe endeavoured to give 1t to me, to the end I might from thenee 
know what was at thoic 'Fryals given in Evidence relating to me. But Captain Richardſon 
diſcovering her intention, took the Paper ; and though he told me he. would reſtore it tb 
ter, he carriedit to the Privy Council, and would not permit my Wife to ſee me any more. 
Upon 
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Upon the delivery of the before-mentioned Paper to the Counct}, (which vas on tle firſt 
_ day of March) a moſt worthy Friend of mine had Licence from His Majeſty to, come to 
; me, to exhort me to confeſs my knowledge of the Plot, to repreſent unto me my danger, 
- if Irefuſed ; and to give me hopes of a tree Pardon, in cafc i complicd therein, - In truth 
he repreſented my condition to me ſo diſmally, that had riot Almighty God been very mer- 
ciful unto me, his diſcourſes would have been of fufficient force to have ceprived me, of my 
:: underſtanding. In fthort, he both told me 1 was to expect no Mercy, without a d Ucovery 
made by me of thePlot, and that there was two or three expreſs Witneiles againit me,who 
had been believed already by ſeveral Juries; and that it was unreatonable in me to expect, 
that other Juries ſhould not believe what former Juries had believed. He added, That the 
whole People were ſo poſſeſſed of a fill belief ot the Plot, from the Teliimony of thoſe 
Witneſſes, and of ſuch' ſtrange an Abhorrence againſt all of thy Religion , thar whatever 
- could be ſaid againſt me, would be telieved by every Jury ; and whatever thould pretend 
to give in Evidence for my Defence, 'would be disbclieved and reject, though an Angel 
- ſhould:come from Heaven ro confirm it. To all which I gave aniwer, 3hat my Truſt and 
Reliance was in my God, and onely in Him, that I had no doubt but my God,who knew my 
Innocency, would'ſtand. by me and aſſiſt me, and find ſome way for the juſtification of my 
Innocency, which to him I did averrgand declare in the Preſence of God, and Ly,invoking 
his Divine Majeſty,'to teſtifie the Truth of what I fo averrcd and declared, with all the So- 
lemnity that I could/uſe, and that can-be uſed by a Chriſtian in any caſe of like nature. . 1 
- told him that there muſt be two ſeveral Perſons perjured, or I muſt be fafe; and I could 
not think that two Perſons ſhould conſpire in Perjury, for the. deſtroying of ſo inconſide- 
rable aPerſon as I knew my ſelf to be. And I added, that in cafe my God jſhouid fo far 
withdraw his Grace from me, by abandoning me to a Reprobate Senſe, as to leave me to 
ſubmit to the Temptation of charging other Perſons faflly with any Crime or Plot,by which 
'T ſhould endanger the Lives of others, for the ſaving of my own Life, I was totally jgno- 
rant how to frame a Plot that ſhould ſeem credible ; and could not in poſſibility frame any 
thing that could agree with what was at the preſent affirmed by my Aeculers, I being to- 
rally ignorant of what they had affirmed 

After this Perſon had left me, I was in the beginning of March , an bout one or two 
days before the meeting of the now* Parliament, again ſent tor down into Captain Rich- 
ardſor's Houſe, wherel tound two moſt Honourable Lords of His Majeſties Council, who 
gave me the ſame Exhortation and Invitation, in order to a difcovery ot the Plot, as I had 

received before from my other Friend; with this great addition, That their Lordſhips 
ſhew'd me an Order of Council to ſecure me of my Pardon, in caſe I ſhould make ſuch 
Diſcovery; but with this Condition, that I muſt make it then, or elſe the aſſurance of Par- 
don, promiſed by thar Order, to be void. 

My Conſcience being clear and innocent, Imade the fame Anſwers to theſe Noble Lords, 
as I had done to the former Perſon who had been ſent to me ; whereupon, betore.their de- 
parture, they delivered into my hands that Paper which my Wite had formerly prepared 
tor me, it being (asI found ) the Opinion of His Majeſty, and of the Council,thatI ſhould 
have it. 

Upon all theſe Circumſtances duely conſidered, I hope it will appear to every charitable 
Judgment, T hat if I had been in the leaſt meaſure conicious to my felt of any Treaſon, I 
mult ( as 1 have faid before) be eſteemed to have totally loſt my anderſtanding,and to have 
become a perfe&t Lunatique, in refuſing to Diſcover what ( in caſe I had been Guilty) I 
could not but ſee would be proved againſt me, eipecially when my Diſcovery was ſo tully 
ſecured, of producing me a Pardon. 

My cloſe Imprifonment continued until two or three days before Whitſunday, about 

- , Which timeit was allowed to ſome of my Friends to come to me with treedom, in order to 
-My preparing for. my Tryal, which was appointed to be at the end of 1r/or-week. By 
theſe Friends, I had the Printed Narrative brought to me of all the former Tryals relating to 
this Plot, but I could have no light (otherwiſe than from them) of what would be Charged 
inſt-me in Evidence. |

Having gained theſe Lights, after my long Impriſooment, I did with very great longing 
expect my Iryal, and with great joy went to it when the day came, ( which was Satzrday 
in Whitſun-Week, being the 14th of Juze now paſt) though in my paſſage from the Gaol 
to the Court, I found my ſelf condemned by the: Multitude before. my 'Tryal, which (1 
thank my God ) put me in remembrance of what my bleſſed Jeſus luftered, from the like 
Vote of the People. 

I ſhall forbear to repeat the Particulars 'of my Tryal, becauſe I will give no occaſion to 
think, ThatT have any intention to Arraign the Juſtice-of my King, or of the Government, 
or of my Judges, or Jury ; onely I1lall crave leave to obſerve theſe following.
